an article" which appeared In Tues- 
day morniog'a impression of this jonrnal 
we hastily flketched a plan npon which 
it seemed te us expedient to remodel oor 
County Court system. To»day wo pro- 
pose discussing at greater length the de- 
tails of the scheme, with a view to show 
more clenHy the benoGl that may bo ex- 
pected to flow from it ; not only to the 
public in the way of having their busi- 
ness niore efficiently attended to, but also 
to the fevenae. It will be remembered 
that we suggested that some of the County 
Court officers should bo paid partly by 
fees, that is to suy, a perceatago on ttie 
fees collected At the fust blush this 
may uppear objectionable ; a little reflec- 
tiODi. however, will convinco anyone that 
no belter method could bo adopted for 
aeonring the collection by the officers of 
the Court of all fees that ou^ht to be 
collected, and the consequent payment 
into ihe Colonial exchequer of the pro- 
portion payable to the Government 
Und6r the present system, wo muy say, 
Wittfoat imputing anything more tb^n 
carelessness, that returns that should be 
made for the proteciiou of the public, as 
for instance in the case ol Joint Stock 
Compiiniefi, and feee payable thereon to 
the holders offi-e and other fees that might 
be exacted and onght to be, and returns 
thereof made, are overlook-d, to the loss 
of the revenue. By givi. s the cfficors 
of the Court a direct pecuniary interest 
ID the collection of the proper fees, ac- 
cording to all experience there will be 
but little probability of any being lc3t ; 
hm it may be said, by giving the officer^ 
of the Court a proportion ol all lees they 
may collect you hold out a premiam for 
extortion from nnfortuuato litiganV:. To 
obviate any such result wo propose that 
«aah Deputy or District Registrar should 
maWe quarterly retr.rns to the llegistrar, 
and tho Chief Clerk being paid partly 
by fees, would, out of respect to his owq 
interest, scrutinize the returns very closely 
and see that fees returnable by the dep- 
nties and all other fees are paid ; and 
the Chief Clerk in turn would be subject 
to the supervision of tho Registrar, 
irhoie pay would be a Dxod sum. Then 
again the County Judge, having also un 
interest in the fees, would direct the at- 
tention of the Registrar to bis fees which 
should be collected, and tho Chief J ustice 
vouind exercicQ his surveillance over the 
whole. The double result of the system 
would thus be protection to the public from 
extortionate charges, and a security 
that all conrt foes, payable to tbe 
TeTonne, would be paid. Tbe Goanty 
Court Judges should oocnpy positions 
in e»rery respect as indoponde it as that 
of the chiel judges of the Supreme 
Court. We do not speak of indepont 
dance in declaring and adm-nisto- ing 
tbe law. The controlling power of a 
■nperlor jurisdiotion is always a whole 
■onie ohebk ; but wo allude to their 
tenure of oflSce. They should, like the 
Giber judges, hold office during good 
behaviour, and not bo subject either 
to discharge or fu-penalon, except 
onder such oircnmitances a» would 
luBtUy.the aaspension or removal from 
office of one ot the Supreme Judges. 
The Registrar and Chiet Clorkw sliould 
al«o bold oflioo during f;ood behaviour, 
and be liable lo susp' nfinn or retr.oval 
by the Guvernor only. To en-uro uni 
iormiiy in praoiice, iho procet-diogrt of 
tho County CourtB Hhould be regulated 
by the judg' B, the Chii'l Juilico bomg 
one; ai.d the mode of conduciinp; ih - 
bnsineHB of the G.juri in its ditteront 
ofiSces fhould be regulaiol by ilie 
lUgistrais or any two ot them, suhjoct 
to iho orders of the Judges or any two 
0' tbem, as above. E>cb i oi/irtirar 
should be 'he head < f bin own Depart, 
meni, andj Butj c- to the cirderr* of iho 
Judges or any two of them, liu»e 
aLaoluie c nirol over his own office.

Now, I he benefit that would result Irora our 
icbemo ia that wo ehould then have proper 
peraons to act us Uourta of Janice, Sessions, 
Chairmen ol Coutte, that p'lblio oonvonienoe 
renders very neoesaury. To these Courts, 
which would consist of a Chairman aud the 
other Jusiioes then assembled, appeals would 
lie b(»aio8l tho decisions ol Miiniairates. The 
Court ebould sit at leaet every three months.

Ab to Vic- 
toria, her population and gonofal imporlanco 
render it necessary Ibat a ScipendUry Magis- 
irate should ba stationed there. As tbe oiher 
towns increaee in size and importance tho 
game mensuie may bo necesfary for tbem; 
hut in tho present state ol BQairs it is simply 
nonsense and nseloss exlravagance to sopply 
ihom with paid raaKistiatos. Tho Stipendiary 
Magistrate in Vioioria, when itrippod of his 
powers and da<ies aa County Ooart Judges 
will still bava bis bauds fall io perrorming 
the duties pertainiof^ to that office and aoiiug 
aa Superintendent of Ihe Jail, as Coroner aod 
aa Police Commiesinoer. Wo close our ob 
servatioos on this scheme by adraittiog the 
great difficulty that our present form 
ol Govercment lies in the way of makiog 
any roforUi, however muob needed, ^lo one 
can dispute the piopriely of pattiog compe*- 
lent men on the bench, but tho stumbling- 
blook io tho unwillingness to deprive exist- 
ing Judges of their office. Private ioieieats 
should not bo too much oonsidered in at- 
tempting to do something for ibo public 
good. Every good reform ia made at the 
sacrifice of tbe Intorasts of a tew. Espeoi- 
nlly does Ibis bold true in an English Crown 
Colony, which ever has been and ever will be 
tba theatre ot political apeoulation for all im- 
poverished bat ioflueniial ofiBco-hnntors. 
When once puch men get otTioa— no matter 
how ill qualified they may ba lor it— Ihero is 
no form of Governmeot under which it is so 
difBoull lo remove them as ibe Govommont of 
a Crown Colony, aod British Columbia is lo 
all intents and purposes a Crown Colony.

ot Colonial ofHosrs. We bold that a OQioo 
will gi7S us aod British Colttmbia a cheaper 
government ; that a separate Colonial ezislo

bold by Mr DuCoimos and the Union party 
as follows : 

' On ODO point which woald have had a 
far greater toodenoy than uni/ oiher to faci- 
litate ibcestablishmonl of a resident Gover- 
nor nnd Legislotiva Couocil in Briiish Col- 
ombia, the petition is entlrolv silent. The 
point to which we allude is a Union ol Van- 
couver Island and Britiah Columbia. Union 
would at a stroke sweep away nearly all the 
Stock io trada of the patriotic gentloroen 
who formed the OonventioD ; and new 
ground would have lo bo broken which is 
very desirable in our yoong Colony, among 
a progreaaivo peoplo. If such a thing as 
Union ooonrred. Governor D.iuglas would al- 
ways be within his Governmont ; Ihe repre- 
Bcntalivcs of Ibis Colony combined with ro- 
presented district* in British Columbia, 
would make a very reapeotablo Aesotnbly in 
poiol of numbers, and with a little purging, 
in point ot taloot. * * • 8uoh ominoua si- 
laooQ on the part of tho Convention about 
Union, betokens noitbar a bold policy nor 
a policy deviaod to remove the grievances of 
iheir Colony speedily. For it cannot be 
doubted lhat if Ibe Convention had como out 
io favor of UoioD. it would be efieoted io a 
short time; oonseqneDtly tbe Oonveoiion is 
playing blindly tbe game of Governor Doug- 
las to deprive tbem of ropresentativo inaiitu- 
tions aa long as poailblo. Tho feeling here 
of both town and country an far as we can 
judge is in favor of Union. The (-"onsolida- 
lion of the two provinces ^^-ouid pinch no one 
but a lew officials , and by Union a great 
saving would be medo on the ollicial Btafi ol 
each. We are ready for Uoion.' 

Tbeao facis establish btyood eootrovorsey 
lhat in 18r)8-59 and 61, Mr DeCosmos ' and 
hia parly called lor Union ;' and conclusive- 
ly relulo tbesiaiement of 'Caustic,' ' that it 
wQs only when he and his party discovered 
tbe evil striiitf into which the complete so. 
pnration ol the Colonies bad brought on us, 
lhat they turned and called for Uoion.' 

' Cuusiio ' next adds : ' Wbore were these 
pairioia in 1862? tbe period when the Organic 
Act, Vio 21 22 cap 19 provided, etc' Ltlial is 
lor .the Union of the Colonitti] ' Where J. 
say were DeCoamos and bis par'.y at ibis 
junolurel Why in tbe ranks of those wbo 
oiamoared for uttei separation of tho Colon- 
ies ' 

Tbe answer 'o lbs qoeaiions of 'Caualio' as 
given by himaolf is wholly uoiruo. Besides 
that, bo talks ebeer nonsense when be speaks 
of 'the oompleta saparaiion ot ibo Colonies' 
aod ol 'Ibe utter separation of Iho Co'onies' 
Tbe Colonies were always politically and 
legally separate and distinct, tho only 
politioal tie boiween them being their alle- 
giance to tho QasoD, lill the Union was pro- 
olaimed in 1866. Tho exiraoi Irom 21.25. 
Vio. cap 19, making provision for Union, 
given in his loner, proves indisputably that 
lha Colonies were Boparate. Mr DeOotmos 
' and bis party,'^ knowing this fact, conse- 
quently never ' clamoured ' tor 'complcie or 
uiter separation of tho Culoniea' io 1863, but 
aa we bava shown aod shall show had advo- 
cated Union. 

In 18G2, tbe olliciaU headed by Sir J*mo3 
Douglas, who waj supported by Mr Young, 
Mr Cary, Mr Creaso, Col Moody, and others 
would not listen to Union but kept tbe Colv 
onios separate ; and lhat suited exactly the 
anil-Union ,jarly of New Westminster ; for 
that party through tho IIopo Convention of 
18G1 had prayed tho Duke of Newcastle to 
separate tho oflicLiils and give British Columbia 
a governor not onicinll)r or othcrwiso con- 
nected w'.th Viincnuvcr laUnd. Tlie prayer of 
tbeir petition not being granted, certain prom- 
Inent politicians of New Westminster induced 
Mr Malcom Cameron in 18G2 lo go lo Eng- 
land as tbe Delegate of Briiish Columbia, lo 
do what tho memorial of 1861 had failed to 
elect. To better accomplish their end .Mr 
.McCluro was selected by tbe same parlies to 
act as tbe delegate of Vaneouver Island in 
conjunction with Mr Cameron. But lo con- 
vinco tho Duko of Noweastle that what tho 
people of New Westminster had asked for was 
likewise desired by the peoplo of Vancouver 
Island, it was necessary that tho mission of 
Mr .McClura should receive tbo color of pop- 
ular snuclion. So a meeting aud a cerluin 
number of people were found to endorso Ibal 
Eonlleraau as a deloEato. Mr DeCosrnod, liow- 
ever, and those who acted with him as Union.- 
ista, not only opposed tba object of tho dele- 
gation but also ibfj delegates, la proof of this 
Btatemont, I need only refer to two brief ex- 
tructs from the Columbian and Colonist. 
In September 1862, tbo Columbian said in 
urging tb&t a delegate be sent to EngUnd 
from both Colonies, that: — 'Vancouver Island 
wants a distinct governor and responsible 
gorernment. So do we- ♦ * * Let bis mis- 
sion be, fust, responsible government and a 
resident governor for each Colony.' To this 
tbe CoLOMisT of Sept 30 replied :' To 

put our cotemporary's wind at ease, we hasten 
to assure it, that wo dill'ur entirely with the 
first proposltioa and, aa a matter of course 
with the second. What tbo interests of bolb 
provinces require ia a union ot tho provinces 
milking one government wilh free trade in 
Vancouver Island and a tarifif in British Co- 
luinbia. So we don't want 'a distinct gov, 
ernor ' nor 'a governor resident in each Col- 
ony.' ' 

rheso qaotations ahow that no dopRndonce 
oao be placed on thovoraciiv of ' C4Uhuc,' 
aod entirely exonerate Mr DeCoamos ' and 
hiH parly' from tbe obari{e of having in lti62

Atnong 
the other geDlleraea prosent we observed 
Me»Ers Robert Burnaby, J D Pembertou, H 
Jaokson, J JFall, J P Daviea, W S S Greeo, 
A WatBOD, Jamea Lowe, H C Balei, J Olay« 
ton aod Mr Portwaj^. 

Dr '.^olmie, ID taking the Chair,' said 'that 
the Soolely was inatitated io 1861,- atid con- 
tioaed uaiil 1863, wbea there was a oollapae, 
B8 there waa of many other quite as impor- 
tant objacls. The Society was revived, bow" 
over, and last year tliere wan a very euocosB- 
ful Show. 'ILe PresiJant strongly advocated 
the formation of a Furiner's Olab, whoro the 
farmers might meat (or an iaterchange of 
ideas. Ha did not thick there was any nae 
in writioK aoouyinoua loltora to the papers 
refleotiag upjo tho Society ; at the same time 
the Sooiety would bo glad to bear any sug- 
geationa that might ba ofiared by aay one. 

The Treaaarer (Mr Buroaby) read a stale' 
ment of the receipts and oxpeoditurea for 
18C8, and produced tho vouchors therefor. 
The accounts show a balanoo on hand of 
9106 06. The report was paaaed uuani- 
nioaaly. 

The Secretary read the prize list for the 
ensuing iShow, which iimouiitH to $889 50, — 
not inoludlnn; SlOO donated by the Governor. 

The Pte«ident auggeaied that a prize be 
offered for the beat piesetred Saimoa in ties. 
Oarried. 

Mr DaTias moTed that a prize be added 
for the beat Island made plough and barrow. 
Carried. 

Mr Jaclcson moved that a prize ba given 
for the beat fanning-mill made on tho Island. 
Oorried. 

Fell — That a liberal preminiti bo of« 
fered for the beat firkin of butter made on 
the Island, neighing not less tbio SOIbs. 
Carried. 

Mr Clayton— That a priza be given for 
the finest collectioa of plants on exhibition. 

Carried. 

J P Davics— That a prize ba given for the 
beat pair of Indies' Hhoe.s nnd genileinena' 
boota made on the Island oflsland luathcr. 

A' long disoaasioo ensued on this moiioa 
IS to the propriety of ioltoducing manufac- 
tured artioles oot strictly for agricultural use. 
Thn motion wa« finally carried. 

Mr Green— That a prize bo ofiared for the 
beat 100 Qowor pots nud bricks made oti the 
laland. Curried. 

Mr PemberioD— That for the best drain 
tiles a piize be givob. Carried. 

A sDKgestioo was here made that no prize 
be awarded for any artioles not placed on 
exhibition uoleis there' were two or more 
corapetiiors. After a long discussion it waa 
decided to leave the matter entirely to the 
discretion of the Committee. 

Mr Burnaby- said be had a propositioa to 
make which he believed would iocr^aie the 
interest taken io the oxbibitions of the Socie- 
ty, and would Biimulate na to greater 
exertions by iooraiiiinjj the competition, 
besides cultivating a good feeling with our 
neiehbora. Ho would tlierefore move 'that 
tho prizes offered by lliis Society, with the 
exoeption of those for Colonial producli;n8 
[marked special in the lisij be open to the 
COiapetilioo of the r ideate of Pu;;ct Sound 
and other porla of Wnsbitigion Territory.'

Messrs Lowe, iinrnuby, aod ibe Hon Seo' 
Tetary [Mr Bales], were appoiited a Com- 
oittee to oollect gabscriptioaSfBad the meet- 
iagtben adjoaroed. 

LzaisLATiTB CouHCit..— 'Mr Walkem gave 
notice of motion yesterday for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the appotatmeot of Commis- 
■iooers to take aflidavils ia this Colony ; a 
Tery good measure, and one that will save 
■very heavy expenditure in cases where the 
'Vitness would otherwise require to travel 
perhaps from one end of the Colony to the 
other. Tho Mineral Lands Bill again came 
before the House in Comiiiittoc of tlie Whole, 
"bat the progress made was vary small, only 
two clause?, with a variety of amoadments, 
having passed. It was definitely settled, 
'howosor, that a prospecting license should 
cover five Jhouaand acr 9 for a company of 
leu persons, with a right to an ultimate grant 
of two thousand live hundred acres. Liberal 
eooogb in oil conscience 1 Tho subsequent 
disoussion mainly rujtod upon Ihe quantity 
of land to be granted to silver miuing com- 
panies and Ih o exploring for the baser 
metals other than coal. No dofiaito conolu- 
sion was coniu to when the Comrnitl-0 roso.

Prisoner — (In tho gentle accents of a suck" 
ing dove ) Guilty. 

Magistrate— (To the other boy.) How do 

you plead ? 

Prisoner — Well, I was up there, but I 
never bad notbink to do with it; I was 
passink at the time. 

Magistrate— Then you're not gailiy. 

Prisoner — No, Sir. 

Tho OfScor — I noticed this young man in 
particular ; he was one of the biggest boys 
there. 

The prisoner was oonviotedi The employ* 
ers of the lads gave them a goodeharjoter. 
Sergeant Bowden aaid there were frequent 

complaints brought to him of the illoooduot 
of gangs of boys, who roamed throDgh the 
streots at all hours of the night. 

The Magistrate gave tho lads soma whole- 
some advicoi Ho thooght a good fioeging 
would do them more good than any other 
punishment; but as ha had not the power 
to order that to ba done, for tho protection 
of the public be felt it to ba his duty to 
mike an example of the boya in oaatody. 
He therefore ordered them to find two 
su'eliea io $25 each to ba of good behaviour 
for six months ; in delaalt, to suffer 14 days' 
'raprisonment. 

Death or ' VVhukey Joun,' — John Liv- 
ermoro, known for many years here aa ' WhiS" 
koy John,' died yesterday at the Hoapital of 
a dropsical oomplaint. Livermore was a 
native of the United States, aged about 50 
years. He came to the Colony in 1858 from 
California, having been a hotelkeeper at 
Piaoeivillo, in that State, where be is said to 
have bad respectable connections. Daring 
the ten years that ho figured in this locality 
ho must have served oat fifty abort terms of 
imprisonment for selling whiskey to Si- 
washes. Contcmporaoaoos with Johi: Butts 
and ' Liverpool Jaok,' ' Whiskey John' ex» 
excelled both as a saleBmiin among tho In, 
dians, and has probably poiaooed more na- 
tives than any other man, living or dead, on 
'bis northern coast. As an instance of re- 
tributive justioa, we may state that LiverH 
rpore has fallen a victim to the very vice he 
onconraged in hit fellowmen— draakeDoeas. 
Death found him in a atate of wretobedoessi 
His end was miaerable, and bis departure 
hooee is not regretted. 



'Half-breed' Whisket Sxlling at Na- 
NAiMO. — An item wbieb appeared io our is- 
sue of the lOih init, aa wa aaid might prob- 
ably bo the case, would seem to misrepresent 
the statements of Capt Spalding, Magistrate 
at Naoaimo, in relatioa to the sale of spirits 
to balf>breed8. It appears several complaints 
had been made to the Magistrate about 
whiskey, eto, belo^ sold to half-breed child- 
ran from. eigMJo ten years old, tha whiskey 
purohaaed being for lodiani and Indian wo- 
men living with white men. It waa after 
these oomplaiots that the Magistrate intima- 
ted to those holding liquor licenses that it 
was improper and unlawful to sell to children 
under a certain age, and that tlie occurronoe 
of BQch cases as had been reported to bim he 
was bonod to notice, aod if possible put a 
stop to them. Wo learn from a sooroe of 
undoubted credibility that there is good 
grouod for the inierferenne of the Magistrate 
in this matter, and that bis warniog to those 
concerned is to ba oommeoded. 

Phom Nanai.no. — The steamer Sir Jamei 
Douglas, Capt Clarke, returned from Na« 
hVivao yesterday, bringing a few passengers 
and a quantity of produce. The Douglas 
towed out the ship Shooting Star ladea with 
1000 tons of ooal for San Franoisoo, The 
sohooner Favorite Bailed from Naoaimo for 
Sitka yesterday with 150 tons of coat for 
tho United States Government,

Netes and Observatious on '*Tbe 
County Court Ordiaancei 18G7." 



Editor British Oolonist : — By sec- 
tion 2 of tbe "Ooanty Court Ordinance, 
1861," BO much of tbe following enaut- 
ments of the Imperial Parliameat of tho 
United Kingdom, viz: — 

9 and 10 Victoria, chapter 75, 

13 and I t " " Gl, 

14 and 15 " " 52, 

15 and IC " " 5-1, 
19 and 20 " " lOS, 

as are applicable to this Colony aro Ihero- 
by adopted and enacted qb the law of this 
Colony, subject to tho provisions of tho 
.^aid Ordinance, And by section ll of 
thu same Ordinanco, the Judge or Judges 
of the Supreme Court of Civil Jnslico of 
British Columbia may, suliject to tho 
sarao being conrirmed bj tho Ciovoriior, 
make rules. Sec, for the procedure and 
practice of the County Courts. But in 
tho meantime, and until tho making and 
confirmation of any such rules, itc, tho 
practice in such courts and tho fees to be 
taken thereiu, shall in all things, aa nearly 
as may, be conformnti to tho practice, fees 
and other matters as established in and 
regulating County Courts in England, in 
A. D,, 1853. 

Tho etatuLcs 9 and lO A''ictoria, chapter 
95, consists of 143 sections. Tho statute 
13 and 14 Victoria, chapter 61, which 
extends tho jurisdiction of tho County 
Court to J250, consists of 25 sections ; 
and by section 2 it is enacted that 9 and 
10 Victoria, chapter 95, and 12 aud 13 
Victoria, chapter 101 (tlio latter of which 
consists of 19 sections, Bomo of which sec- 
tions repeal or vary sections 37, 55 mi 8 
of 9 and 10 Victoria, and is not referred 
t;o in tho Ordinauce), should bo read and 
construed as one Act. And this Act 
varies corliuu of tiio provisiotis in the 9 
aud 10 Victoria, and repeals the eectious 
relating to luodiord and tenaut. 

Statute 14 and 15 Victoria, obaptcr 
53, consists of 12 sections. The statute 
15 and 16 Victoria, chapter 54, consists 
of 19 sections, repeals section 13 and 
part of section 14 of 13 and 11 Victoria; 
and also part of section 9l of 9 and 10 
Victoria. The statute 19 and 20 Vic-> 
toria, chapter 108, repeals numerous sec^ 
tiona in tho Acts of 9 and 10 Victoria, 
12 and 13 Victoria, 13 and 14 Victoria, 
and 15 and 16 Victoria, whicli sections 
aro set out iu tho schedule thereto 

To arrive at tho law on any particular 
subject it is necessary not only to refer to 
each of these Imperial Statutes, bat also 
to the rules and orders made by the Eng- 
lish Jadgos under tho authority of such 
statutes and then to the ordinanco, to 
ascertain whether ond in what manner 
tho Enclish law is alVccted by the sections 
of thi Ordinanco itself. In England it 
was thought necessary thai the County 
Court Judges should bo appointed from 
amongst barristers of 7 years stauding, or 
barristers or attorneys who had sat ns 
judges in certain small debts courts, then 
previously in existence. And by 19 and 
20 Victoria, such judges aro to receive 
salaries of Xl,200 per aanam; and by 10 
and 20, the qualification for the Deputy 
Judge was that tbe person should be a 
barrister of 3 years stiinding, or admitted 
as an attorney for 10 years ; and by 19 
and 20, tho qualiQcation is that such porn 
son should bo a barrister of 7 years 
standing. Although in England it was 
thonght necessary to limit tho appoint-^ 
ment of Jud'fcs of the County Court to 
men of legal experience, and a person 
cannot be appointed as a deputy judge 
unless ho bo of 7 years standing at the 
bar, yet by tho third section of tho Ordin- 
ance which was declared law on tho l7th 
o( September last, tho Governor is em- 
powered to appoiut any Stipendiary Slag 
istrato or Junico of the Peace to be a 
County Court Judge. 

Jf the gcutleinon holding tho ofri:!0 of 
Stipendiary Magistrate iu this Colony 
were as in England selected from the 
members of the bar, it woul 1 bo well to 
give them tho appointment — although 
ihoy might not bo of the rccjuired number 
of years standing — but ns il is well known 
that for most \v\tI tho Stipendiary Magis- 
trates wore before their uppoititmont as 
such, private gentlemoa or half pay or ro- 
tired ofBcets, wo shall have to witness the 
absurdity of persons who have not had 
an opportunity of accpiiring any know- 
ledgo of the law adjudicating in civil 
maltoi'S. 

It is perfectly trao that if tlio litigants 
are not satisGed witb a decision of tho 
judge, they are at liberty to appeal to tho 
Supreme Court of CivilJostice ; but is it 
right that this should be used as an argU" 
ment in favor of tho appoiutmont of men 
not conversant with tho law, to tho posi- 
'tion of Judges ? As tho costs of tho ap- 
peal must bo borne by tbe litigants, and 
it mast bo perfectly chance work whether 
tbe decisiou of such judges aro right or 
wrong, oud "s, moreover, oven this right 
of appeal can bo cfleclually taken away 
by the Ooanty Judges themselves sliould 
they feel disinclined to have their deci- 
sions questtiouod by a higher authority, 
08 by the last clause of section 8 of tho 
Ordinance, tho amoant of seoarity for the 
I debt and costs of the appoal is left en- 



tirely nt the disere tidn of 'tbe judge, and 
in one instance. Which a short timo ago 
camo to my kuowlcdgo, where tho plain-^ 
tift' wished to appeal, their right was 
elloctually barred by the excessive and 
unreasonable amount of security demand- 
ed (for tho costs only) by the Stipendiary 
Magistirato, a retired ofBcer, before whom 
tho case was tried. This amount was 
only the small sum of 81,500; about §50 
more than is required for an appeal from 
tho Supremo Court of British Columbia 
to Her Majesty's Privy Gouucil. Now, 
in regard to tho salary of tho County 
Court Judges : As . the. Ordinance does 
not refer to the amount of salary tho 
County Court Judges of British Columbia 
aro to receive, it is clear that to nsger 
that they are entitled to a salary of 
£1,'J00 per imnuiu, under tho authority 
of 19 aud 20 Victoria, is not repugnant 
to the ordinance. 

The qualification of the clerk or rogis«« 
trar of tho County Court is that he must 
bo an attorney. At first the registrars 
wore paid by fees ; but eince 19 and 20 
Victoria they are paid by salaries, which 
vary according to tho number of plaints 
issued, By section 12 of the Ordinance, 
tho duty of the olerk of the court shall 
bo performed by the County Court Judge 
himself or by some one appointed by him. 
Now as the English Act requires that 
the clerk or registrar should bo an attor* 
ney, is it in the power of tho judgo to ap" 
point any ono his clerk unless such porsou 
bo au attorney ? 

It is believed that tho instructions of 
tlio Colonial OHice are, tliut an ordinanco 
wlieu passed should bo complete in itself, 
without reference to English Statutes; 
But whether or no, the above facts show 
that we should have a complete County 
Court Ordiniuice of our own, on reference 
to which, and to the rules (if any) made 
thereupon only, any non-professional per" 
son may see tho course ho has to 
pursue to obtain his rights in tbe Gouoty 
Courts of this Colony. Such an ordinanco 
would bo not only of great value to tho 
public, but to tho Stipendiary Magistrates 
themselves, the majority of whom are not 
evcn^ wo understand, iu possession of the 
very Imperial Statutes, upon which they 
aro almost every day called to adjudicate. 
And lastly in order, if psssible, to havo 
this piece of blundering legislation reeti- 
liod, would call the ut'.cntion of tho pub- 
lic to the absurdity of the application to 
this colony of these live long aud intricate 
Imperial Statutes being left entirely to 
the discretion of our non^professioual 
judges. Coo would almost imagine that 
it was a trap left; open for tho express 
puriioso of oiUiiiling an endless amount of 
litigation upon the people of this colony, 
and to that end the Ordinance could not 
bo bettor adapted. LEX,
